LOOKING AFTER DISEASED CATTLE. 


The selectmen, having been notified of sickness amongst 
the cattle in the pasture of Louis Gilman, examined the same, 
and ordered one cow confined in close quarantine, and quar- 
antined the rest of the cattle in the pasture, and notified the 
state board of cattle commissioners, who sent a man to examine 
same. He pronounced the cow to be suffering from tubercu- 
losis. After having the cow appraised according to law, he 
killed same, the following being the cost of same:

Louis Gilman, keeping cow in close quarantine, 3 00
